OUT SENATE REBUFF ON LAW 
ENFORCEM ENT BODY

Washington, June 30. — President 
Hoover’* leadership was th* sole issue 
in both houses of congress today aa 
the perspiring and impatient legislat­ 
ors grappled with half a dozen last 
minute legislative problems, hoping to 
adjourn Thursday. 
The substitute world war veterans* 
pension bill was pushed before th* md- 
ate by republican leaders who are hop­ 
ing bul not confidently expecting that 
the measure acceptable to the presi­ 
dent will be passed before night. 
The house is attempting to assuage a 
rebuff administered to the chief execu­ 
tive by the senate. That body sliced 
the $250,000 appropriation 
for 
Mr. 
Hoover’s law enforcement commission 
down to $50,000. 
Tangled in between these measures 
were others in which 
the 
prMtdent 
has sn Interest, particularly Muscle 
Shoals snd legislation to defer rail­ 
road consolidation. 
It la said 
Mr. 
Hoover df.es not 
want 
these 
billa 
passed, and regarding these measures, 
lf not the greater ones, th* chances 
are he will have his way. 
In the senate the regular republicans 
have dropped their fight for a more 
liberal 
veterans’ 
compensation 
bill 
since Mr. Hoover vetoed their measure 
and are swinging In full force behind 
(he pending subctltute. However, the 
Independent 
republicans and demo­ 
crats are on the war path against It 
and It is Impossible to predict now 
where the legislation will end. 
If 
the 
senate 
adopted 
pending 
amendment* increasing disability al­ 
lowances of veterans, the houM lead­ 
ers have announced they will refUM 
to accept them. 
Morover, Mr. Hoover 
has privately indicated he will meet 
such an amended bill 
with another 
veto. 
In this situation the senate la faced 
with the problem of abandoning Us 
Ideas about veterans’ 
legislation 
or 
fighting both the houM and the White 
Houee.

gress, has been devised by house lead­ 
ers to thwart the senate’s curtailment 
of the law enforcement commission 
appropriation. 
Republican Floor Leader Tilson has

-would be to stalemate the second de­ 
ficiency appropriation bill until such 
a time as the senate changes its mind 
and gives in to the house and White 
House on this matter. 
Because of these two outstanding 
fights, the Thursday adjournment is 
problematical, and there will be no 
surprise here if the present 
session 
continues on into next week. 
Although the formal program of the 
house today included only public cal­ 
endar bills, a movement was under­ 
way to block the senate curtailment 
of fund* for Mr. Hoover’s law enforce­ 
ment commission amending th* second 
deficiency bill to provide the original 
$250,000 appropriation. The senate cut 
this to $50,000. 
Major committees were inactive to­ 
day, but from three republican mem­ 
bers of the senate foreign relations 
committee came a minority criticizing 
the London naval treaty. 
Disclaiming "either militarism 
or 
Jingoism," Republican Senators John­ 
son of California, Robinson of Indiana 
and Moses of New Hampshire Indicted 
the naval limitation pact on the fol­ 
lowing principal allegations: 
(I) 
The treaty does not give the 
United States real parity with Great 
Britain. 
<2) 
It involves costly build­ 
ing and will save only half 
of 
the 
$400,000,000 estimated by the adminis­ 
tration. 
<3) 
It destroys the 5-5-3 ra­ 
tio with Japan established 
at 
the 
W ashington conference of 1922. 
(4) 
It ignores the traditional American at­ 
titude regarding cruisers. (5) It is op­ 
posed by the vast preponderance of 
naval opinion. 
(6) It was presented 
to the senate without adequate infor­ 
mation regarding its background 
in 
diplomatic negotiations. 
Having been favorably reported by 
the foreign relations committee, with­ 
out elucidation, the treaty is to be con­ 
sidered by the senate at a special ses­ 
sion which Mr, Hoover plans to call 
v'hen the present congress adjourns. 
Treaty advocates claim — and their 
claim is generally acknowledged to be 
true they have enough vote* to ratify 
the instrum ent.

HOUSE ATTEMPTING TO SMOOTH 
OUT SENATE R E B U FF ON LAW 
ENFORCEM ENT BODY

W ashington, June SO. — President 
Hoover’s leadership was the sole issue 
in both houses of congress today aa 
the perspiring and im patient legislat­ 
ors grappled with half a dozen last 
minute legislative problems, hoping to 
adjourn Thursday. 
The substitute world war veterans* 
pension bill was pushed before the sen­ 
ate by republican leaders who are hop­ 
ing but not confidently expecting that 
the measure acceptable to the presi­ 
dent will be passed before night. 
The house is attem pting to assuage a 
rebuff administered to the chief execu­ 
tive by the senate. That body sliced 
the 
$250,000 
appropriation 
for 
Mr. 
Hoover’s law enforcement com m ission 
down to $50,000. 
Tangled in between these m easures 
were others In which 
the 
president 
has an Interest, particularly M uscle 
Shoals and legislation to defer rail­ 
road consolidation. 
It is said 
Mr. 
Hoover does not 
want 
these 
Mils 
passed, and regarding these m easures, 
if not the greater ones, the chances 
are he will have his way. 
In the senate the regular republicans 
have dropped their fight for a more 
liberal 
veterans’ 
com pensation 
bill 
since Mr. Hoover vetoed their measure 
and are swinging in full force behind 
the pending substitute. However, the 
Independent 
republicans 
and demo­ 
crats are on the war path against it 
and it Is impossible to predict now 
where the legislation will end. 
If 
the 
senate 
adopted 
pending 
amendments increasing disability al­ 
lowances of veterans, the house lead­ 
ers have announced they w ill refuse 
to accept them. Morover, Mr. Hoover 
has privately indicated he will m eet 
such an amended bill 
w ith 
another 
veto. 
In this situation the senate ie faced 
with the problem pf abandoning IU 
ideas about veterans* 
legislation 
or 
fighting both the house and the W hite 
House. 
A scheme as clever ae the one whldh 
bulwarked Mr. Hovoer’a position 
on 
the original pension bill passed by con­ 
gress, has been devised by house lead­ 
ers to thwart the senate’s curtailment 
of the law enforcem ent commission 
appropriation. 
Republican Floor Leader Tilson has 
indicated he will m ake a motion in 
the house to Insist upon the full $250,- 
000 allotm ent for 
the 
W icker sham 
body, so Mr. Hoover will not have to 
raise the fund privately as he had in­ 
tended. 
The effect of such a m otion 
would be to stalem ate the second de­ 
ficiency appropriation bill until such 
a time as the senate changes its mind 
and gives in to the house and W hite 
House on this m atter. 
Because of these two outstanding 
fights, the Thursday adjournm ent is 
problematical, and there w ill be no 
surprise here if the present

A group 
found employment on the Yukon river, mightiest stream of the 
North, with as many channel vagaries and deadheads and slip­ 
ping stream bed as the Missouri, or lower Mississippi. Others are 
still employed on the Ohio. 
George R. West, who with his wife conducts a store on Trunk 
Highway No. 19 and Birchdalo summer resort on North Ixing 
lake, worked on the Mississippi in the days when Governor Van 
Zant was a power in log and lumber transportation, Mr. West’s 
father was a noted pilot and George himself was edging around 
to a pilot’s position when he concluded the river offered little in 
permanent advancement and he left the game in 1887 and moored 
himself to land occupations. 
Sam Parker of Merrifield, vigorous, hale and hearty, conduct­ 
ing with his son a store at that town, used to pilot twats on the 
Ohio and Mississippi.

The spirit of the river still persists with these boys and they 
have followed every move of the* steamboat race Atween the Tom 
Greene and the Betsy Ann up river on the Ohio. 
The stern 
wheeler, Tom Greene, late Saturday won the 21-mile Ohio river 
packet race defeating the Betsy Ann of Pittsburgh for the second 
time. The Tom Greene crossed the finishing line about a mill* iii 
the lead, after having raced neck and neck with her opponent for 
the first 12 miles. The Betsy Ann ran into shallow water when 
nearing Cincinnati and had to slow down. 
In the old days races were frequent on the Mississippi, es­ 
pecially between rival packet lines. The old Diamond Jo line boats 
were winners in many contests. There are the traditions that 
safety valves were tied down in the days when the river was a 
rpyal road of commerce, that even bacon was fed to the flames to 
get the boilers to steam to highest capacity and to gain on a rival 
racer. 
River transportation on the Mississippi is seeing a revival, 
but it will be confined in general to freighting heavy commodities. 
Gone are the passenger steamers and the raft boats that pushed 
the log rafts down stream. Gone are the day when a steamboat 
whistle brought the whole town to the river hank to see the darkies 
sweat and groan under the sharp tongue of the mate as they un­ 
loaded freight and took on new* cargoes. The darkies had their 
own amusements and the inevitable crap game was always in 
evidence. Some real musical talent was in evidence, too, and the 
orchestras played to evening dances. The menu of a palatial pas­ 
senger liner carried the finest cooking of the day and boats vied 
in serving the delicacies of the season. The southern biscuits just 
melted in your mouth.

“Acceptance of the theory that the 
federal 
government should 
exercise 
authority whenever uniform ity of leg­ 
islation is desirable would suggest en­ 
actm ent of federal marriage and di­ 
vorce laws,” Christianson said. 
“It is admitted that uniform ity 
is 
desirable in many fields of legislation, 
but cannot the several state legisla­ 
tures enact Identical laws, and should 
not each state be its own Judge of the 
suitability of such laws to the needs 
of its people?" 
Christianson declared him self unal­ 
terably opposed to any method w here­ 
by the federal government sought to 
coerce a state into doing som ething 
which its people do not want. 
H e attacked “paternalism ” whereby 
the 
federal 
governm ent 
controlled 
large 
expenditures 
of 
the 
states 
through granting federal ald on the 
basis of state expenditures for certain 
purposes. 
National control of buslnes, he said 
was in a different class. 
The wide 
rain I float! nos of large business 
cor­ 
porations m akes federal 
control 
su­ 
perior to state control, he said. 
Often 
regulations are numerous and 
petty 
and m erely hamper trade. 
Growth of industrialism has given 
this country an unemploym ent prob­ 
lem that will alw ays be present In 
varying degrees unless a method of 
Insurance is devised to protect 
the 
worker, Gov. Franklin 
R oosevelt 
of 
New York told .the governors’ confer­ 
ence. 
Tracing the causes and history of 
unemployment, and pointing out the 
growing ranks of persons who 
lose 
em ployment through old age, Gover­ 
nor Roosevelt said that although five- 
day weeks, shorter 
hours 
per 
day, 
careful planning and public building 
in em ergencies will tend to alleviate 
the situation, unemployment will al­ 
w ays be a problem, and some form of 
insurance seems to be the only solu­ 
tion. 
"Unemployment Insurance we shall 
com e to in this country," 
he 
said, 
“Just as certainly as we have com e to 
workm en's compensation 
for 
indus­ 
trial injury, Just as certainly as we are 
today in the m idst of a national wave 
of insuring against old age want. 
“N inety per cent of unemployment 
is w holly without the fault 
of 
the 
worker. 
Other nations and govern­ 
m ents have undertaken various 
sys­ 
tem s which insure their workers when 
unem ploym ent com es.”

What Became of Harvey 
W entworth? 
*"plfK Civil war brought about ninny 
A vpry 
niysfotiouR 
dlnnppcrirnnccR, 
but one of the most remark!!blo of 
them nil win* that of Hnrvey B. Went­ 
worth, New Hampshire farmer Iud 
who went nwny on a furlough one 
fluy In July, 1962, and wits never 
heard 
from 
thereafter. 
Naturally, 
there were a nullifier of cowarda who 
deserted Ihe colera either because of 
fear of dissatisfaction with the way 
In which they were treated, but ev­ 
erything pointed to the fact that this 
was not the case with young Went­ 
worth and, as a result, all possible 
effort* were made to discover what 
had become of him. But In vain. 
Ile 
had apparently vanished na complete­ 
ly as lf the earth had opened md 
swallowed him. 
Early In July, 1862, a new regiment 
of volmiteera was mustered Into serv­ 
ice In the vicinity of Suncook, N. I!.. 
a regiment knovin as the NI aet lentil 
New Hampshire Volunteer#, JX e of 
the most enthusiastic members of this 
regiment was young Wentworth, a pri­ 
vate In Company D. 
lie was I farmer 
boy of exceptionally good habits, In­ 
telligent and Inquisitive. Therefore, 
when the regiment encamped on the 
Virginia side of the Potomac, ne — 
Acqueduct bridge, and Wentworth re­ 
quested a furlough to see the sights 
of the Capital, it was granted with­ 
out a moment's hesitation. 
In com­ 
pany with u number of others he lift 
camp—nod 
wa* never beard from 
Mguln. At the next roll call he Wgfl 
marked “not present" and some days 
later, was entered as having “myst 
rkmsly disappeared.” • 
No one ever believed that Went­ 
worth had deserted. He was not built 
that way, and every circumstance in 
the case pointed awny from sinh pro!)- I 
ability. A special court of Inquiry j 
wa* called and, after considering the 
meager evidence in the case, reported 
that 
Wentworth 
had 
“disappeared 
from mortal ken but, la view of Ills 
character and antecedents, we clear i 
him from the churge of desertion and 
recommend that his military record : 
be regarded as without stain.” 
This opinion was principally based 
upon the fact that Wentworth had 
never been heuM to complain of the 
hardship# of army life even during the 
forced march southward from New 
Hampshire. 
In fact, he had l^gen too 
short u time in the service to tire of 
It and had been treated with the in­ 
most consideration, bls cousin being 
captain of the company of which he 
was a member. Moreover, there was 
plenty of evidence that the New 
Hampshire boy had been extremely 
anxious to reach the front and see 
something of real war. 
When he left camp he was full of 
youthful enthusiasm over the pros­ 
pect of seein# the sights of Wash-1 
Sngton and, apparently, hail never left 
♦ he city. 
Sentries had been posted 
at every road that led out of the Cap­ 
ital, as well as along its leading 
thoroughfares, and no one could get 
by them without having Ills pass re­ 
corded. The records of these guards 
showed that the missing youth had 
presented his pass on entering the 
western limits of the city, and they in- j 
dies ted his progress along Pennsyl- j 
vnnia avenue to the Capitol. But, after 
that, nil trace of him was lost. 
The thorough investigation which 
followed his unaccountable disappear­ 
ance showed that he had la st been

W hat Became of Harvey 
W entworth ? 
T 


HE Civil w ar brought about many 
very 
m ysterious 
disappearances* 
but one of the most rem arkable of 
them all was that of H arvey B. W ent­ 
worth, New H am pshire fum ier lad 
who went away on a furlough one 
duy In July, 1802, and was never 
heard 
from 
thereafter. 
N aturally, 
there were a num ber of cow ards who 
deserted the colors either because of 
fear of dissatisfaction with the way 
In which they were treated, but ev­ 
erything pointed to the fact th at tills 
was not the case with young W ent­ 
worth and, as a result, all possible 
efforts were made to discover what 
had become of him. 
B ut in vain. 
He 
had apparently vanished ns complete* 
ly as lf the earth had opened and 
swallowed him. 
Early in July, 1802, a' new regim ent 
of volunteers was m ustered Into serv­ 
ice In the vicinity of Suncook, N. IL. 
a regim ent known as the N ineteenth 
New H am pshire volunteers. „Oi.e of 
the most enthusiastic mem bers of this 
regim ent was young W entw orth, a pri­ 
vate In Company D. 
H e w as a farm er 
boy of exceptionally good habits, in­ 
telligent and Inquisitive. 
Therefore, 
when the regim ent encam ped on the 
Virginia side o f the Potomac, ne.- f 
Acqueduct bridge, and W entworth re­ 
quested a furlough to see the sights 
of th e Capital, It w as granted w ith­ 
out a m om ent’s hesitation. 
In com­ 
pany with a num ber of others he lift 
cam p—and 
was 
never 
heard 
from 
again. 
At the next roll /a ll he wijs 
m arked "not present” and some days 
later, was entered as having "m yste­ 
riously disappeared.” 
. 
No one ever believed th at W ent­ 
w orth had deserted. 
He w as not built 
th at way, and every circum stance in * 
the case pointed awny from such prob- I 
ability. 
A special court of inquiry 
w as called and, after considering tile ; 
m eager evidence in tile case, reported 
th a t 
W entworth 
had 
"disappeared 
from m ortal ken hut, In view of ills 
character and antecedents, we clear | 
him from the charge of desertion and j 
recommend th at his m ilitary record j 
he regarded as w ithout stain.” 
Tills opinion was principally based 
upon the fact th at W entworth had 
never been heard to complain of Hie 
hardships of army life even during the 
forced march southw ard from New 
Ham pshire. 
In fact, lie had \jpen too 
short a time in the service to tire of 
It and had been treated with tile ut­ 
most consideration, Ids cousin being 
captain of the company of which lie 
was a member. 
Moreover, there was 
plenty 
of 
evidence 
that 
tile 
New 
H am pshire boy had been extrem ely 
anxious to reach Hie front and see 
som ething of real war. 
When he left camp he was fuH of 
youthful enthusiasm over the pros- 
poet of seeing the sights of W ash- j 
Ington and, apparently, had never left 
the city. 
Sentries had been posted 
at every road that led out of the Cap­ 
ital, as well 
as along Its 
leading i 
thoroughfares, and no one could get 
by them w ithout having his pass re­ 
corded. 
The records of these guards 
showed th at the m issing youth had 
presented his pass on entering the 
w estern lim its of the city, and they in* I 
dicated his progress along Pennsyl- j 
van la avenue to the Capitol. But. afte r 
that, nil trace of him w as lost. 
The thorough investigation which 
followed his unaccountable disappear­ 
ance showed that he had last been 
seen on the brow of Capitol hill. loo* ,

t ions for tile subbasem ent of the new 
extension. 
What could have become of him? 
Did lie meet with foul play, and if 
so, how was his body concealed? 
Did

t hat. while exploring the labyrinthine 
mazes of the new portion of the Cap­ 
itol lie was overcome by the heat and 
fell into some dark abyss, where his 
remains were later walled up and 
entombed? 
Had he deserted, W entworth would 
have 
eventually 
returned 
to 
New 
Hampshire, if only for tile purpose of 
keeping 
in 
touch 
with 
conditions 
there. 
But nothing was ever heard 
of ii im In any section of tile country, 
and the only m ark to his memory is 
Hie monument in tile little church 
yard 
in 
Suncook, 
New 
Hampshire, 
which bears the lettering: 
"Harry B. W entw orth—M ysterious­ 
ly disappeared from the knowledge 
cf men—W ashington, D. C., July. 1SG2.”
